G.S.E. 241(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 34 of the Coal 
Mines (NationaUsption) Act, 1S73 (26 of 1973), the C!:entral Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely— 

1 . Short title and commencement.—( 1 ) These rules may be called tbe Coal 
Mines Nationalisation (Provident Fund) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Offi¬ 
cial Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these iTiles. unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(li) “Section” means a secllon of the Act; 

(11) “Section” means a section of the Act; 

(lii) “Government Company” means the Coal Mines Authority Limited; 

(iv) “Previous provident fund” means the provident fund established bv 
a Coal mine or Coal mine owner prior to the Ist day of May, 1073 
to which section 15 of the Act ar-pUes. 

8 . Transfer of Provident Fund,—All moneys standing to the credit of any 
provident fund established by a coal mine or owner thereof prior to 1 st May, 
1073 for the benefit of its employees and relatable to the employees whose ser¬ 
vices have been transferred bv or und^r Act to the Central Government or 
Government Company and which stood transferred under section 15 of the Act 
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to the Central Government or Government Company shall be transferred to the 
Coal Mines Authority Limited, Staff Provident Fund established by the Govern¬ 
ment Company and shall be dealt with by the Government Comi^ny according 
to the ru es of the said fund. 

4. Advanoe taken from the prevlotts provident fund to be treated as advance 

from them, —Any advance tal:cn from a provident fund established prior to 1st 
May, 1973 by an employee who was a member of the said provident fund shalf 
to the extent the advance was not repaid till the 1st day of Mav, 1973, be 'reatod 
as an advance from the Coal Mines Authority Limited Staff. Provident Fund.
